“It was something I had never 
thought of doing,” she laughs in 
her ‘cheerful manner, “but I 
could ste the urgent necd for 
education so I got busy.” 


ONE TENT 


“A short‘while later with ono, 
tent and 30. pupils, Mrs Elliott 
set about teaching her young 
charitcs during the day and 
devoted her evenings to private 
pupils in order to pay the 
cxpenses, 

At that time she was corning 
approximately $600 a month, 
$440 of which was sunk bacle 
into the school! =” 

"Yes, it wos tough," she od- 
nits, “but the need’ always 
seemed to culweigh the draw- 
backs, so I kept on.” 

However, a5 more and more 
parents sought to place thelr 
children in the school, Mrs 
Elliott had {to increase her
